Men Create Chief Obstacle. 
“ The chief obstacle to a decis­ 
ion has been cre a te d by the men 
themselves. 
They have gone out 
on a strike an d repudiated 
the 
authority of their officers when 
they were urgin g action in re g a ld 
to their in te rests .” 
The p r e s id e n t’s decision 
was 
announced to n ig h t from the white 
house in a letter 
sent 
to 
Mr. 
Hines. 
The president said that 
"until the em ployes return 
to 
work arid recognize the authority 
of their o rg an iz atio n the whole 
m atter must be at a standstill.” 
The presid ent's letter follows:

"My Dear Mr. Director General: 
"I am just iii

on interstate commerce, 
which 
set me free to deal as I think best 
with the difficult question of the 
wages of certain classes of rail­ 
way employes1 an d I ta ke a d v a n t­ 
ag e of the OC' a-'ien to write you 
this letter in o r d e r that I may, 
both In the fcauji 
interest mid in 
Hic Interests of th e railroad em ­ 
ploye*, m ake I im present situation 
as clear and definite as possible. 
“ I thought it my duty to lay 
the question In its present press­ 
ing form before t h e committee of 
the senate*, because I thought I 
should not act upon the mat tee 
within the brlAf interval of gov­ 
ernm e nt contrail remaining, with­ 
out 
their acquiescence and ap ­ 
proval. 
S en ato r C u m m i n s ’ letter, 
which speaks th e unanim ous judg­ 
ment of tile com m ittee, leaves me 
free and indeed, imposes upon me 
the duty to act. 
Delay 
Was 
Unavoidable. 
"The question of th e wages of 
railroad shopm en was submitted, 
y e a will rem e m ber, to tie* board 
of railroad wages 
and 
working 
conditions of th e railroad adm in­ 
istration last F eb ru ary , but was 
not r« ported upon by the hoard 
until July IG. 
T h e delay was un­ 
avoidable because th e board was 
continuously 
en g a g ed In dealing 
with several wage m a tte rs affect­ 
ing classes of em ployes who had 
not previously received considera­ 
tion, the board now, having a p ­ 
prised us of this inability at any 
rate for th e tim e being to agree 
upon recommendatioi. it is clearly 
o u r duty to proceed with the m at­ 
ter iu the hope of disposing of it 
“ You are th e re fo r e authorized 
to say to the r a il ro a d shop em* 
ployes that th e question of wages 
the y have raised will be taken up 
a u d considered on its merits by 
t h e director general in conference 
with their duly accredited repre­ 
sentatives. 
I hope th a t you will 
jnuke it clear to th e m e n concerned 
th a t the railroad administration 
cannot deal with problem s of this 
sort or with any o t h e r problems 
affecting the men, except thru the 
duly chosen in te rn atio n a l officers 
of the regularly constituted or­ 
ganization 
an d 
th e ir authorized 
committees. 
“ Matters of so various a nature 
an d affecting so m a n y men cannot 
be dealt with except in this way. 
Any aition which brings the a u ­ 
thority of th e au th o riz ed repre­ 
sentatives of th e organization in­ 
to question or discredits it must 
interfere with, if not prevent, ac­ 
tion altogether.

“ The chief obstacle to a decis­ 
ion has been created by the men 
themselves. 
They have gone out 
on strike and rep u d iated the au ­ 
thority of their officers a t the very’ 
m oment they w ere u rg in g action 
in regard to vario us interests. 
"You will r e m e m b e r that a con­ 
ference between y ourself and tho 
authorized rep resen tativ es of the 
liK'n was arran g ed at th e instance 
of these representatives for July 
28. to discuss the w age question 
and 
the 
question of a national 
agreement, but before this con­ 
ference took place or could take 
place, local bodies 
of 
railway 
shopmen took action looking to­ 
w ard a strike on th e first of Aug­ 
ust. 
As a result of this action, 
various strikes actually took place 
before there was an opportunity 
to act iu a satisfactory or conclus­ 
ive way with respect to th e wages. 
In th e presence of these strikes 
mid the repudiation of th e author­ 
ity of the representatives of the 
organization concerned, there can 
be no consideration of the matter 


In 
controversy. 
Until 
the em ­ 
ployes retu rn to w o rk and again 
recognize the a u t h o r i t y of their 
o w n organization the whole mat­ 
te r m ust be at a standstill.

I h ere can be no 
question therefore of the readi­ 
ness of the g o v ern m e n t to deal iii 
a spirit of learners a n d by regular 
m e th o d s with any m a t t e r s the men 
m ay bring to their attention. 
“ Uoifcerned and 
very careful 
consideration is being given by 
t h e e ntire government to he ques­ 
tion of
